For several months, it has been known that a gar¬ 
den was being planted and a walkway designed 
behind Agawam Town Hall.

Agawam’s Beautification Committee intended to 
dedicate the garden to Zoafia Demko, who founded 
the Beautification Committee in 1970. Mrs. Demko 
passed away last October, and the Beautification 
Committee resolved to dedicate the garden to her 
memory. 

In June of last year, two members of the Agawam

Ellyn Schneider, director of special services for the 
public schools here, appeared before the Agawam 
School Committee to discuss variations from school 
to school in language-based programs. Each school 
did things differently, and Mrs. Schneider recom¬ 
mended bringing more unification to the programs. 

At its most recent meeting, the School Committee 
voted unanimously to accept the language-based 
program developed by Mrs. Schneider and the other 
members of the district's language-based task force - 
a 12-member group comprised of school administra¬ 
tors, teachers, and parents. 

The task force examined the language-based 
tutoring program, which allows "students with lan¬ 
guage learning disability to receive instruction in the 
general education classroom,” according to a written 
summary of the program. 

The Agawam Advertiser News spoke with 
Superintendent of Schools Mary Czajkowski about 
these changes throughout the district, asking her to 
clarify the difference between the way things were

den, while additional parking spaces were added 
behind the Town Hall. 

Most of the flowers were planted last fall, according 
to John R. Zebryk, former chairman and member of 
the Beautification Committee. The rest of the flowers 
were planted in the spring. 

The ceremony, held behind Town Hall on the misty 
Wednesday morning of July 9th, was subdued and 
respectful, reminiscent of Mrs. Demko’s kind, yet 
strong nature. 

Sasha Zebryk, emcee of the event and a member 
of the Beautification Committee, welcomed the group 
of friends and family gathered for the dedication and 
unveiling of the “Zoafia’s Garden” plaque. 

Mrs. Zebryk thanked the designer of Zoafia’s 
Garden, Thomas Case, who was an intern at the 
University of Massachusetts and did the entire project 
for free. She also thanked . the DPW head 
groundskeeper Mike Piccin and his crew for the work 
they did, as well as Mayor Richard A. Cohen for his 
support in the endeavor. 


Mrs. Zebryk described Mrs. Demko as a “master 
volunteer." Mrs. Demko planted her volunteer seeds in 
14 organizations, among them the Agawam Garden 
Club, the Community Grange, the Red Cross and, of 
course, the Beautification Committee. 

“Her dearest passion was her beloved 4H program, 
a way of involving her own children, and then her 
grandchildren." Mrs. Zebryk concluded, “I’m glad her 
name is unusual. It’s a wonderful sound ... Zoafia, like 
a flower, like a living thing ... Zoafia. Zoafia’s Garden." 

Cohen gave greetings to those assembled for the 
dedication, asking that people come to the garden to 
enjoys its beauty and quiet. “While visiting, remember 
Zoafia,” he urged. 

Mrs. Demko’s sister, Helen Lawrenchuk, and 
George Bitzas, town councilor and Beautification 
Committee consultant, together unveiled the plaque 
dedicating Zoafia’s Garden. 

John Zebryk (Beautification Commitee chairman, 
2001-2003) shared memories of Zoafia. Here are 
some excerpts from his presentation: 

“Last year, when discussing plans for this central 
garden, which is the focal point of the entire renova¬ 


tion project, our thoughts frequently drifted to Zoafia 
Demko. We said how pleased she would be to see 
what is being developed and how she would have 
loved to participate in the planning. Somewhere along 
the way, George Bitzas said, ‘Why don’t we name this 
garden Zoafia’s Garden?’ A lightning bolt struck, the 
idea spread like wildfire, and everyone unanimously 
agreed - ‘how appropriate, how obvious, who more 
deserving.’ 

“To list all of her accomplishments and the many 
contributions she has made to this community only 
tells part of her story. I’d like to share some memories 
I have from those few years I had the pleasure of 
working with her. 

“In the 10 years I knew her, I never once heard her 
say a harsh word about anybody and don’t recall any¬ 
one ever saying a critical word about her, except pos¬ 
sibly that she did too much," noted Zebryk. 

Zebryk then relayed several stories about Mrs. 
Demko, but one serves as a very accurate profile.

Mayor Cohen announces ... 

“Historically 
significant building” 
available for 
relocation 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen has announced that as 
part of the Agawam Senior Center Expansion Project, 
a “historically significant building” located at 954 Main 
Street, Agawam is available for relocation. 

In a letter to David Cecchi, Agawam Historical 
Commission chairperson, Cohen stated, “I believe the 
article in this morning’s Republican has helped to 
publicize the Historical Commission’s goal of preserv¬ 
ing this structure - and all of this publicity was free. As 
you are aware, I am not in favor of spending approxi¬ 
mately $2,000 for advertising from the Fiscal Year 
2004 Budget. However, I have placed a free adver¬ 
tisement on the Public Access Channel 15. I have 
also taken the liberty of sending a news release to 
Channel 40, Channel 22, The Republican, The 
Agawam Advertiser, and Reminder. 

“From the date of this letter (July 9, 2003), I am in 
agreement to allow the Historical Commission an 
additional 30 days to continue your efforts in finding 
someone to relocate this building. The demolition per¬ 
mit was filed on November 19, 2002 and has met the 
Demolition Delay Ordinance requirements. I would be 
pleased to provide the Commission with any addition¬ 
al assistance.

done in the past to the way they will be done from now 
on. 

She explained, “The definition of a language-based 
program is a program which allows students with lan¬ 
guage learning disabilities to receive instruction in the 
general education classroom. Students working in., 
this environment are immersed with language 
throughout the day. The goal of the program is to help 
students learn and internalize strageties so they may 
become independent learners and meet with suc¬ 
cess. 

“We are trying to develop this model in each of the 
four elementary schools. In each classroom, there will 
be a regular education teacher and a Special 
Education teacher working as a team. They will work 
with a speech pathologist (1.5 per school) who will 
rotate from grade to grade. 

“We are trying to implement this model for lan¬ 
guage-based classrooms in all schools, and we hope 
to have this in place by the fall of 2003. It is being 
implemented at the elementary and middle school 
level at firsft, and will be applied at the junior and high 
school levels at a later date,” Czajkowski added. 

Previously, there were two full-time speech pathol¬ 
ogists per school, but because of budget constraints, 
that number was reduced to 1.5.

little alarmed to discover a car with its lights shining 
on one of our planters and to find a couple moving 
about. Further investigation revealed that it was 
Zoafia and her sister, who were either planting, re¬ 
planting, or maintaining the planter. That kind of work 
ethic and dedication are very hard to find these days.” 

Concluding, Zebryk pointed out, “There are literal¬ 
ly hundreds of former 4-H-ers out there now whose 
lives she impacted and steered in a wholesome, pos¬ 
itive direction. 

“This memorial garden will serve as a constant 
reminder of both her deeds and her character, and we 
all are richer because she was here.” 

Beautification Committee members include Violet 
Baldwin, chairwoman; Carol Pignatare, vice chair¬ 
woman; Richard Bellico, George Bitzas, Ann 
Bradford, Gina Fusick, Mary Gooch, Helen Krupczak, 
Helen Lawrenchuk, Linda Parrotta, John Zebryk, 
Sasha Zebryk, and Filomena Hamilton.

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Wrecking ball destroying town’s past

The Town of Agawam has lost over half a dozen 
homes of historic value to the wrecking ball over the 
past several years. Some were more important than 
others, but each one held a piece of the town’s col¬ 
lective memory. And with the loss of each, a little bit of 
our past was allowed to disappear. 

Although the Agawam Historical Commission had 
discussed the possibility of introducing a demolition 
delay by-law for years, it was only with the destruction 
of Betty’s Town House that widespread support for 
such an ordinance came to the forefront. On May 17, 
1999, TOR-99-1, sponsored by the Agawam Historical 
Commission, with the support of the Town Planner, 
Planning Board, and then Mayor Christopher 
Johnson, was passed unanimously by the Town 
Council, adding § 82-3 to the Town Code, relative to 
the Demolition Delay of Historically Important 
Buildings. 

There has been much discussion in town recently 
as to what exactly makes a building “Historically 
Significant". Everyone has their own ideas, whether it 
be age, condition, style, etc.. 

The ordinance set in writing specific criteria that 
must be met and a procedure to be followed whenev¬ 
er a demolition permit is applied for that takes the sub¬ 
jectivity out of the decision. Once a demolition permit 
is applied for, the Building Inspector forwards a copy 
to the Office of Planning and Community 
Development. No permit is issued at this time. 

The Planning Office has five days to make an initial 
determination. If the building is listed on the town’s 
Inventory of Historic Structures or on the National 
Register of Historic Places, the initial determination is 
positive. If the building is not listed in either place, the 
determination is negative, and a demolition permit 
may be issued. (Although there are hundreds of 
addresses listed on the inventory and within the 
Agawam Center Historic District, there are still many 
more that are not, and should be.) 

If the initial determination is positive, the historical 
commission has thirty days from receipt of the deter¬ 
mination to schedule a public hearing, the purpose of 
which is to determine whether the building is

Agawam teachers suffer 
from lack of respect 

To the Editor: 

The last day of school arrived, and I expected to go 
into the High School, complete my final tasks for the 
year, and leave at the end of the day with the same 
ambiguous feelings I always have the last day of 
school. Although I am usually happy to be on vaca¬ 
tion, I know I am going to miss the hustle and bustle 
of my daily routines, as well as the bantering between 
myself and my students and the camaraderie among 
my. colleagues. 


“Historically Significant" and if the demolition of said 
building would be detrimental to the historical and 
architectural heritage or resources of the town. If the 
building is determined NOT to be “Historically 
Significant,” a demolition permit may be issued. 

If the historical commission determines the building 
is “Historically Significant" and demolition of said 
building would be detrimental to the historical and 
architectural heritage or resources of the town, the 
historical commission notifies the applicant and the 
Building Inspector, and no demolition permit may be 
issued for at least six months. 

A “Historically Significant Building" is defined by the 
town’s demolition delay ordinance as “any building or 
portion thereof which after a public hearing of the 
Agawam Historical Commission:" 

(a) is deemed to be associated with one or more 
historic persons or events, or with the architectural, 
cultural, economic, political or social history of the 
Town of Agawam; or 

(b) is historically or architecturally important (in 
terms of period, style, method of construction or asso¬ 
ciation with a famous architect or builder) either by 
itself or in the context of a group of building or struc¬ 
tures; or 

(c) is located within any federal, state or local his¬ 
toric district; or 

(d) is located within 150 feed of a federal, state or 
local historic district. 

The ordinance also requires that “The (Historical) 
Commission and other appropriate town departments 
shall make all efforts to assist the applicant in the 
preservation, rehabilitation, and/or restoration of the 
historically significant building(s). Such efforts may 
include seeking buyers for the property, seeking 
grants for preservation, rehabilitation and/or restora¬ 
tion, or obtaining other professional services. ” 

The Building Inspector may issue a demolition per¬ 
mit at any time after written notice from the historical 
commission that the commission is satisfied that: “a) 
there is no reasonable likelihood that either the owner 
or some other person or group is willing to purchase, 
preserve, rehabilitate or restore such building, or b) 

Instead, this year, I left with a heavy heart accom¬ 
panying a different set of ambiguous feelings. I was 
stunned and shocked when I learned that one of my 
colleagues and close friends had decided to leave 
Agawam to go to teach in East Longmeadow. Lynda 
Abel, while only in Agawam for four years, had 
become one of the best and most popular teachers in 
the High School. Her dedication to her students and 
her extremely talented teaching methods had been 
observed by someone in East Longme^ow, and she 
was asked to fill an opening there. 

After much consideration, Lynda decided to accept 
the offer for a multitude of reasons. One reason was 
the obvious one - East Longmeadow pays their teach¬ 
ers a considerably higher salary and offers more in 
the way of professional development than Agawam

that for at least six months ... the owner has made 
continuing, bonafide and reasonable efforts to locate 
a purchaser to preserve, rehabilitate and restore the 
building, and that such efforts have been unsuccess¬ 
ful." 

A common misconception is that a building needs 
to be restored in or good condition to be considered 
historical. Please know that the physical condition of a 
building has NO relevance whatsoever to its historical 
significance. Two examples I cite often are the 
Captain Charles Leonard House, and the White 
House. Before Minerva Davis purchased the Leonard 
House and restored it in the late 1930s, the house 
was in a state of neglect and disrepair. It is now listed 
individually on the National Register of Historic Places 
and a prominent part of the Agawam Center Historic 
District. Likewise, the White House was nearly col¬ 
lapsing in on itself in the 1950s before Harry Truman 
moved out and the structure completely gutted and 
rebuilt from the inside. There was never any question 
to the historical significance of either building due to 
the physical condition. 

The Demolition Delay Ordinance should not be 
looked on as a hindrance or roadblock, but, as stated 
in the resolution for adoption, as being “in the best 
interests of the Town of Agawam" and as vehicle to 
help the historical commission to preserve the town’s 
historic places. Historic buildings are reused everyday 
for any number of purposes. In town, the Country 
Squire furniture shop, Dr. Vassos' dentistry office, the 
Feeding Hills Dunkin’ Donuts, and The Federal 
restaurant are all excellent examples of reuse. And 
none of these businesses needed a demolition delay 
ordinance to convince them reuse was preferable. 

I would like to close with a quote by Lowell Boileau 
that I use on historical commission correspondence: 
“Key to any culture are places and objects in which 
reside communal memories. Their destruction and 
debasement diminish the entire society in which they 
exist and irreparably destroy the roots of what makes 
our city special. ”

does. (This is not the first time we have lost good 
teachers to surrounding communities because of 
higher pay.) But the other majorjcontributing factor in 
Lynda’s departure is more distfirbing than the higher 
pay. Something that kept popping up into her head 
while trying to make the decision was an ad that 
appeared in The Agawam Advertiser News about a 
year-and-a-half ago and was signed by four members 
of our school committee that claimed high school 
.teachers taught only four hours a day and were paid 
an average of over $62 an hour. This was a deceitful 
claim that appeared during some difficult negotiating 
times, but it reflected the lack of respect these school 
committee members have for their teachers. 

That lack of respect has filtered down through the

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system. While it would take me far more time that I 
have to list all the situations where this lack of respect 
occurs, suffice it to say that there are too many times 
when an edict is handed down from one tier or anoth¬ 
er, and in wondering why we are required to do what¬ 
ever it is we are asked to do, it usually comes down 
to 'because they have no respect for us as profes¬ 
sionals.” 

And while many may say that the advertisement 
appeared a long time ago, it still stings to the large 
percentage of us who spend much longer than four 
hours a day teaching our students much more than 
what is written in the curriculum. And it is the mental¬ 
ity of the signers of this advertisement that is driving 
excellent teachers out of Agawam to surrounding 
communities, or worse, to early retirement. Veteran 
teachers are taking advantage of early retirement 
because they are too often, figuratively speaking, 
slapped in the face. They love the teaching part of 
their job and working directly with the students, but 
they can be hurt only so many times before they say, 
“enough.” New, enthusiastic teachers are coming in, 
spending two or three years gaining experience, and 
then they are gone to teach in another community 
with higher pay and more respect from superiors. 

And then there are teachers like Lynda Abel who, 
after much careful thought and consideration, couldn’t 
think of a good reason to stay. 

This community needs to wake up to the value of 
education. In this election year, we all need to think 
carefully about in whose hands we place the educa¬ 
tion of our young people. People who are well quali¬ 
fied, well educated, artcfvery concerned about educa¬ 
tion need to step forward to serve their community in 
one of the most important capacities there is. So far, I 
am not very hopeful.

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Linda Melconian 
reluctantly supports 
Municipal Relief Bill 

Wants more options 

Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) voted in 
support of the Municipal Relief Conference Report on 
Thursday, July 10th. This bill give cities and towns 
added flexibility to deal with the current fiscal climate. 

“This bill is very limited. It does not go far enough 
in assisting our cities and towns,” said Melconian. 
"This bill should have included a local meals excise 
tax option and a municipal receivables package," 
Melconian said during Senate debate. 

“Although the bill did not go as far as I wanted, it 
does include certain provisions that can be very use¬ 
ful to communities throughout the Commonwealth,” 
said Melconian. 

Some highlights of the relief package include: a 
two-day delay in unfunded pension plan payments, 
limited extension of the tax amnesty program, cre¬ 
ation of district improvement financing to assist com¬ 
munities in the development of public infrastructure 
by designating development “districts," and trans¬ 
parency in accessing information on state grant pro¬ 
grams on the Commonwealth’s web site. 

Melconian supports a municipal receivable plan 
that would allow local cities and towns to sell selected 
parcels of land to private companies. The local munic¬ 
ipality would receive the full value of the unpaid prop¬ 
erty taxes and then the purchaser would have the 
responsibility for collecting these taxes. The City of 
Springfield currently has approximately $24 million in 
unpaid property tax receivables. 

The bill has been enacted in both branches of the 
legislature and is now before the Governor for his 
consideration.

Tips on choosing 
and using a fire 
extinguisher 

by Fire Chief David Pisaho 

Most fires start small, and it is at this stage that if a 
fire extinguisher is handy, it could put out the fire or 
keep it from spreading. You should only attempt to 
fight a fire with a fire extinguisher when it is small and 
in its early stage. 

If your exit could potentially be blocked by fire, 
don't attempt to fight the fire. Instead, get out of the 
building. 

The Agawam Fire Department provides the follow¬ 
ing hints on purchasing and using a fire extinguisher: 

* Most fire extinguishers operate this way: 

1. Pull the locking pin. 

2. Aim at the base of the flames. 

3. Squeeze the handle. 

4. Sweep back and forth over the burning area. 

* The contents of most extinguishers last less than 
30 to 60 seconds. Aim carefully at the base of the 
flame-. 

* Fire extinguishers are meant to fight only small

fires (no bigger around than a trash can). Fighting too 
large a fire can be dangerous. 

* Whenever a fire occurs, get everyone out first and 
call the Agawam Fire Department at 911. Then use 
your extinguisher if the fire is still small enough. 

* All fire extinguishers are not alike. They are 
marked with the letter(s) indicating the type of fire they 
can put out: 

“A” - Ordinary fuels such as wood, cloth, paper, 
rubber, and plastics.

Flaky, itchy scalp 

Question: I have been suffering with flaky, itchy 
scalp since early winter and can’t seem to get rid of it.

require medical treatment. 

Normally, the 
cells of the epidermis (the outer skin layer) will totally 
replace itself about every 24 hours with constant daily 
shedding. But when skill cells experience excessive 
reproduction and shedding, the result is dandruff, 
seborrhea, or psoriasis. 

The causes of these conditions are not clearly 
understood, although it is believed that genetics, 
emotional stress, diet, and hormonal changes may be 
linked. Dandruff can be caused by overactive seba¬ 
ceous glands and is associated with the presence of 
yeast/fungus. 

I recommend to keep the scalp clean using a prod¬ 
uct suited for your problem. It is a myth that if you 
wash your hair too often it will stimulate more oil or 
dandruff. The oil needs to be cleansed away to main¬ 
tain unclogged pores and to keep dry skin from build¬ 
ing up and shedding. 

I suggest using Tea Tree Special Shampoo by Paul 
Mitchell for the mild dandruff and itchy scalp problem. 

It is enriched with Awapuhi, which helps to eliminate 
mineral deposits and adds moisture. Chamomile 
extract and lavender oil, known for their soothing 
effects, and Tea Tree oil for its natural astringent prop¬ 
erties (acts on cleaning up yeast/fungus deposits), 
are part of the ingredients that help combat itching 
and flaking associated with dandruff. Some over-the- 
counter dandruff shampoos contain agents such as 
selenium or zinc pyrithione, that reduce the rate of 
growth and multiplication of skin cells.

What kind of people do >ve want to be? 

There are basically two kinds of people. There are 
people who are afraid to let God into their lives, and 
there are those who are willing to let God in. The first 
group of people includes those who want absolutely 
nothing to do with God, as well as those who only 
want God to have a limited influence over their lives. 
What kind of people do we want to be? 

One of the reasons some people hesitate to either 
let God exercise real influence over their lives, or even 
to embrace God at all, is that they are afraid that God 
is too demanding. 

Sometimes we joke that if we actually yielded our¬ 
selves to God’s will, we might wind up becoming mis¬ 
sionaries in a remote place in Africa or someplace 
else as desolate. We picture God as being like a 
mean and uncaring boss, and figure that we must 
watch out for ourselves because nobody else will. 

Of course, nothing could be further from the truth. 
God made us in the first place and understands our 
limitations, and He is neither stern nor severe. The 
world we live in can be a demanding and uncaring 
place, particularly in this era of “downsizing" when 
corporations lay off hard-working people just because 
of a temporary slowdown in orders. But God is not 
that way. 

The Bible recounts a time when Jesus’ disciples 
began to do some ministry work. Jesus was careful 
not to push them too much. 

The apostles gathered around Jesus and 
reported to Him all they had done and taught. 
Then, because so many people were coming and 
going that they did not even have a chance to eat, 
He said to them, “Come with Me by yourselves to 
a quiet place and get some rest" Jesus protected 
His disciples from becoming exploited. 


Even if God is not going to exploit us, how can we 
be confident that our family’s needs will be met if we

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don’t take care of things ourselves? So, we might 
think, we can’t take this business of letting God influ¬ 
ence our lives too seriously, or we might starve to 
death. There is, after all, an old proverb about being 
“so heavenly minded that you’re no earthly good." 

Here again, such thinking sells God short. Jesus 
addressed this very concern when He told His follow¬ 
ers, “So why do you worry, saying ‘What shall we 
eat?’ or ‘What shall we drink?’ or ‘What shall we 
wear?’ For the pagans run after all these things, 
and your Heavenly Father knows that you need 
them. But seek first His kingdom and His right¬ 
eousness, and all these things will be given to you 
as well." 

God not only has the desire to meet our regular 
needs, He also has the ability. God can meet our 
needs even if we cannot see His resources immedi¬ 
ately. On more than one occasion, Jesus fed literally 
thousands of people. 

By this time it was late in the day, so His disci¬ 
ples came to Him. “This is a remote place," they 
said, “and it’s already very late. Send the people 
away so they can go to the surrounding country¬ 
side and villages and buy themselves something 
to eat." 

Jesus’ disciples had looked around and had seen 
for themselves that there was not enough food avail¬ 
able to feed the crowd. But He answered, "You give 
them something to eat." They said to Him, "That 
would take eight months of a man’s wages! Are 
we to go and spend that much on bread and give 
it to them to eat?" There were over five-thousand 
people in the crowd that day. 

Sometimes, heavenly math is different from earthly 
math. “How many loaves do you have?" Jesus 
asked. “Go and see." When they found out, they 
said, “Five - and two fish." Then Jesus directed 
them to have all the people sit down in groups on 
the green grass. So they sat down in groups of 
hundreds and fifties. Taking the five loaves and 
the two fish and looking up to heaven, He gave 
thanks and broke the loaves. Then He gave them 
to His disciples to set before the people. He also 
divided the two fish among them all. They all ate 
and were satisfied. 

Sometimes people give up on the life of faith 
because it is not always easy.

Take My lead and 
learn from Me, for I am gentle and humble in heart, 
and you will find rest for your souls. ” 

Perhaps for most of us, we want our answer to be 
that we want to be the kind of people who let God 
completely into our lives.

Siding Job - Faulty Rung on Ladder - 30-Foot Fall 


The plaintiff was a 36-year-old single male who 
suffered debilitating and permanent personal injuries 
when he fell approximately 25 to30 feet from a ladder 
to the ground, landing on the back of his head on a 
paved driveway. 

The plaintiff had been doing a "side job" of remov¬ 
ing siding off the defendant’s house. The defendant 
had proyided the ladder to the plaintiff. 

As a result of his fall, the plaintiff was taken to a 
hospital out of state where he remained an inpatient 
for a little over a week. His discharge diagnoses 
included closed head injury with axonal injury; bi- 
frontal contusion; subarachnoidal hemorrhage; T-9 
thoracic compression fracture; and traumatic right 
tympanic membrane rupture with bloody drainage. 

The plaintiff was transferred back to a hospital in 
his own state for about two weeks and then later to a 
rehabilitation facility where he was an inpatient for 
about two weeks. At the rehabilitation center, he was 
diagnosed with a concussion, brain damage, tempo¬ 
ral bone fracture, right eardrum perforation, T-9 verte¬ 
bral fracture, anosmia, diffuse axonal injuries, bilater¬ 
al lobe contusions, and ageusia. 

At the time of settlement, the plaintiff was receiving 
supplemental security disability benefits. He was also 
continuing speech-language therapy and occupation¬ 
al therapy. 

A neurologist expert opined that the plaintiff's 
injuries were most likely permanent and that the plain¬ 
tiff would not be able to return to his employment as a 
contractor and construction worker. 

The plaintiff’s counsel had the ladder rung exam¬ 
ined by an expert who opined that the rung that the 
plaintiff fell from was defective. The expert also 
opined that the ladder did not meet minimum require¬ 
ments, including OSHA requirements. 

A witness to the fall told the plaintiff's.counsel that 
the second rung from the top of the ladder was miss¬ 
ing with only a piece of the rung attached to the other 
side of the ladder when she observed it moments 
before the fall. 

The case settled after mediation for $240,000.00.

- Oven magic... 

Never is "out of sight, out of mind' so applicable as 
when it comes to the interior of your oven. It’s easy to 
ignore, hidden behind the door, and rarely betrays its 
sorry condition ... except when the faint hint of last 
week’s bubbled-over escalloped potatoes is mingled 
with today’s baking cookies. 

For the most part, you can ignore it. You don't even 
realize it needs to be cleaned except every time you 
open the door. But, by then, the oven has pre-heated 
and is ready for your next culinary masterpiece. 

In short, cleaning the oven is unpleasant and not 
only easy to overlook, but worth overlooking. Who 
wants to get on their hands and knees and tackle per¬ 
haps years of baking and roasting history? When 
you’re getting your home in tip-top shape to offer it for 
sale, the kitchen is one area of the house that yoii're 

going to pay particular 
attention to. The oyeh is

an appliance whose cleaning time has come. 

The longer this project has gone untended, the 
harder it’s going to be. But, don’t dismay. Pull on your 
most-likely-to-be-thrown-away garments and tackle 
the job, knowing that success will be yours. And don’t 
waste your money on those aerosol oven cleaners 
that claim to smell like lemons. They’re for small, spot¬ 
cleaning jobs, preferably used immediately after the 
mess is made in the oven. For baked-on relics, we’ll 
take a different approach ... one that will get youF oven 
clean. 

Start with a completely cold oven. If at all possible, 
start this project in the morning after the oven has 
been off all night. You simply cannot use the neces¬ 
sary cleaning products in an oven that is even the 
slightest bit warm. Ammonia and other cleaners are 
flammable. 

You can remove the racks and broiler pan the night 
before and soak them overnight if they’re particularly 
crusty. Soapy water will do the trick unless you have 
lots of stubborn, baked-on gunk. In that case, add a 
splash of ammonia to dissolve the deposits. The next 
day, after you've scrubbed them clean, rinse both the 
racks and the broiler pan thoroughly to get rid of any 
trace of ammonia before they are once again exposed 
to heat. 

For the inside of the oven, fill a container (a large 
margarine tub or the bottom third of a plastic .milk jug 
will do) with household ammonia. Put this container in 

*■**■* * 


the completely cold oven and close the door. Let it set 
for several hours, all day, or overnight if possible. 

Next, prepare a cleaning mixture of baking soda 
and white vinegar. While the ammonia serves to break 
down the baked-on deposits, the soda/vinegar mix will 
continue that mission while eliminating odors as well. 

There is no set recipe for the soda/vinegar mixture, 
but mix enough together to form a paste. Start with a 
small amount of vinegar and keep adding baking soda 
to it until you’ve achieved the right consistency. Use a 
scrub brush (similar to one you’d use on your dishes) 
or a plastic scrubbing pad and apply the paste to the 
interior surfaces of the oven. Use elbow grease and 
you’ll be amazed at the results. 

Rinse the paste away with a damp sponge and 
water; the results will amaze you. Depending on how 
long it’s been since you last cleaned the oven (assum¬ 
ing that you have EVER cleaned the oven), you may 
have to apply the soda/vinegar mixture several times 
to achieve the desired results. It's a chore, but the 
results are well worth it. 

Rest assured that it’s one place prospective buyers 
will look, and your efforts will pay off.

American Red Cross 
offers lifesaving 
water safety tips 

As the weather warms up, it’s time to pull out the 
bathing suits and sunscreen, and hit the water. The 
American Red Cross, Pionee Valley Chapter reminds 
families to practice water safety to ensure everyone 
stays healthy and safe this summer. 

The Red Cross urges families to remember the fol¬ 
lowing safety tips when engaging in activities in or 
around the water: 

* Learn how to swim. The best thing anyone can 
do to stay safe in and around the water is; to learn to 
swim well. Everyone, including adults, should be 
supervised. Adults should practice “reach supervi¬ 
sion” - being 
within arm’s 
length of a 
child in case 
an emer¬ 
gency occurs. 

* Learn Red Cross CPR. All caregivers, including 
grandparents, older siblings, and babysitters should 
know this lifesaving skill. 

* Outfit everyone with the proper gear. Kids - 
and even adults - who are not strong swimmers or 
who appear to rely on inflatable toys for safety should 
use U.S. Coast Guard approved personal flotation 
devices (PFDs) whenever they are in or around the 
water. Everyone, including strong swimmers, should 
use a Coast Guard approved PFD when boating. 
Everyone should have the appropriate PFD for their 
weight and size. This information is printed on the 
label as part of the Coast Guard stamp. 

* Always keep basic lifesaving equipment by 
the residential pool and know how to use it. A first 
aid kit, cordless phone, phone list with emergency 
contact information, reaching pole, and ring buoy with 
a line attached are recommended. Cordless phones 
allow that call to 911 if necessary, and keep supervis¬ 
ing adults from being called away for a ringing phone. 
These items, coupled with a pool emergency action 
plan, help everyone breathe a little easier. 

* Pack a “safety” bag for a day at the beach or 
lake. Water-proof sun¬ 
screen, SPF 15 or higher, 
water shoes to keep feet 
safe from the heat and 
objects on land and in the 
water, and plenty of water 
are must-haves. All con¬ 
tainers should be plastic 
to prevent injuries from 
breaking glass. The prop¬ 
erly packed safety bag will 
help ensure that everyone 
comes home safe and 
sound.

form into molds or cut the slices. Add a red bell pep¬ 
per that you roast over an open fire. Your gas grill will 
do nicely for this. Discard the seeds and stems, and 
run the pepper through the food processor. Mix with 
roasted garlic and toasted walnuts. Blend with butter, 
and again mold or simply chill before slicing. 

Look for chipotle peppers, which are fully ripe and 
smoked jalepenos. Mix this in with the butter and melt 
over your corn. 

I like to make fried corn. I cut the kernels off the raw 
corn and fry in my skillet with bacon, green bell pep¬ 
per, and vidalia onions. This is a sweet treat that you 
will not forget. 

Now, to pontificate a bit on BBQ sauce. I do have 
to make this concession ... my frien^ Mary Jean, 
makes better BBQ sauce than me!

Ah, the smell of freshly baked goods on a hot sum¬ 
mer day. 

Brownies, sugar, peanut butter and chocolate chip 
cookies, Devil Dogs, apple, blueberry and chocolate 
pies, Rice Crispy treats, cheesecake, cupcakes, 
chocolate-covered marshmallows with sprinkles ... 
holy mackerel, just reading all of this makes my mouth 
water! 

But, why do you ask? Why are all of these baked 
goods being brought here to the Perry Lane Summer 
Camp? Are the campers that generous to share all of 
these delicious treats? The answer is yes - if you have 
50 cents, that is. 

During sessions one and two, Teen Camp has 
sponsored a bake sale throughout the entire camp to 
try and raise money for a program called “Cherish 
Strengths,” which helps children in poor countries to' 
eat nutritious food during the course of the summer. 

Teen Camp coordinator Kathy Keenan embraced 
this idea by reading an article in Parade magazine 
called “ The Great American Bake Sale." 

When asked why she wanted to have the Teen 
Camp become invqlfed in such a great cause, 
Keenan responsed, “The reason why I wanted to do 
this, is I wanted Teen Camp to be doing some more 
service-type projects not only for the Camp, but some¬ 
thing on a bigger level as well. This gives them an 
idea that there's more to their world than what’s hap¬ 
pening here in Camp or what’s happening here in 
Agawam. That there is a bigger world out there, and 
that in their own small way they can help them.” 

During the first session, Teen Camp sold over $113 
to donate to "Cherish Strengths.” Hopefully, they have 
passed that mark after their next sale on Tuesday, 
July 15, 2003. 

Besides getting all wrapped up in yummy baked 
goodies, Teen Camp uses their intelligent young 
minds to come up with cool games, such as 
“Manhunt.” Teen camper Chris Cosenzi explained to 
me what “Manhunt” was all about. 

“It’s a game that consists of two roles, the hiders 
and seekers. The game is based on hide n’ go seek, 
but with a more in-depth style. It’s a huge game of tag 
with boundaries played in their own woods at Camp. 
The object of the game is for all of the seekers to tag 
out the hiders and send them to jail (which is the 
bridge). 

“There’s only one jail guard, so this makes it easy 
for the hiders to free their jailbirds by tagging one per¬ 
son in jail. There’s no free zone, so when you are set 
free you run! Groups 7 through Teen play this game, 
so it gives the older groups a chance to hang with the 
teen campers. It’s an intensely popular and fun game 
to be a part of at camp,” Cozenzi noted. 


Two residents of Agawam, David Bubie and Steven 
Stark, will join in the fight against cancer by riding in 
the Pan-Massachusetts Challenge (PMC), the 
nation’s most successful charity cycling event, on 
August 2nd and 3rd. 

Epitomizing all that can be accomplished when

The PMC, presented by the Boston Red Sox, con¬ 
tributes more money to charity than any other athletic 
fundraising event in the nation. It is also the most effi¬ 
cient - 92 cents of every dollar raised by PMC cyclists 


He also explained his favorite activity at camp: “My 
favorite activity at Camp would probably be sports 
because counselors Cory Federico and Brandan 
Orsatti alternate sports and they think of new games, 
which are pretty fun instead of the usual old bom¬ 
bardment and football. They come up with new games 
with invisible balls and all that, so sports would prob¬ 
ably be my favorite.” 

Sports seems to be the favorite within Teen Camp 
because it gets all of them involved as a group and 
they form a bond. There are three counselors who 
make up three different groups, but they don’t act as 
three separate groups. They are a team, which makes 
Teen Camp so great to be around. 

Since the atmosphere is a little bit different this 
year,-Ryan Liebel, another teen camper, told us, “The 
counselors are cool. There’s Matt O'Neill, he's cool. 
There’s Marc Pedraza, who’s always been here, and 
Aimee Piccin. I had her for almost every session last 
year, so it’s better that she’s here now so there’s a 
counselor who I know.” 

Piccin is a new counselor at Teen Camp this year, 
and she told us, “At first, I was worried because it’s a 
change from going from younger kids to teenagers, 
but it actually worked out for the best and I think I 
actually enjoy Teen Camp.” 

Pedraza has always been with the teen campers: “I 
get to be a part of the kids’ last memories of being at

The PMC is a family of thousands who return to 
Massachusetts year after year to unite in a common 
mission - a world without cancer. The camaraderie 
shared by PMC cyclists is among the PMC’s greatest 
accomplishments.

This 
session, the camp is totally stacked with an overflow 
of 33 campers. 

On the last Friday of each session, there is a cook- 
out with juicy hamburgs and hotdogs while the rest of 
the camp eats cheese pizza. On top of that, there’s a 
mix of “Fun Music Fridays," which the pavilion is blast¬ 
ing with teenage hits.

A visit to Webster Lake... 

I have not fished Webster Lake in a long time, and 
then I fished for trout with a trout fisherman recently. I 
needed to go and find where the fish are and what 
they will bite on. 

When I went out to find the fish and what they will 
bite on, I thought that I died and went to heaven. I 
could do no wrong; everywhere I went, I found good 
fish. 

I caught a 10-pound, large-mouth bass and an 
eight-pound large-mouth, along with several large- 
mouth and small-mouth bass. 

I was using rubber worms and Hog Stickers spin¬ 
ner bait in 12 feet of water. Imagine that... on a rainy 
day in 12 feet of water, working a rubber worm wacky- 
rigged. 

On tournament day, the water temperature went up 
and the weather affected where the fish went. I went 
from 29 pounds of fish to only 11 pounds of fish to 
win. The fish moved in tight to the weeds and were 
hard to get to. 

I didn’t change my pattern and didn’t get the fish 
from before to win. 

You need sharp hooks and need to be ready to 
change to get the fish.
